Tt is planned to shut down the roundhouse in Berlin-Grunewald (Tritish 
Sector) and transfer maintenance activities to Seddin. Some personel 
have already been moved. 


On beth 26 and 27 September 1951, a special train made up of 16 passenger 
coaches and two freight cars departed from Frankfurt/Oder under dispatch 
to Brest. Thirty-eix hours lator, each train returned through Frankfurt/ 
Oder and relied on in the direction of Halle. The train orders stated tmt 
these vere hauling Cerman specialists, technicians, and engineers, —
